A Madison youth, 20-year- 
old Charles Wayne Hunter, 
1903a Sixth Street, was dead 
on arrival at St. Elizabeth Host 
pital about 4 a.m.

$40,198,mfiudget 
For SIU Operafion 
Of Two Campuses 

Anticipating a record-breaking 
fall quarter enrollment in excess 
of 20,000 students. Southern Illi¬ 
nois University's board of trust¬ 
ees met Friday at Carbondaie 
and approved a new high budget 
of $40,198,178. It is $6,451,042 
over the 1963-1964 budget. 

Total expenditures will be 
$31,693,202 at the Carbondaie 
campus and $8,481,399 at the 
new Soutswestera campus. Of 
Ihe latter amount, $6,009,561 has 
been allocated for salaries and 
wages. 

In presenting the 1964-1965 
budget, SW President Delyte W. 
Morris noted that only moderate 
salary increases were possible 
last year "and the recommenda¬ 
tions contained in the current 
budget are still smaller." Aprox- r 
imately $705,000 is earmarked 
for salary Increases in the pres¬ 
ent budget. Dr. Morris reported, 
with faculty members to receive 
pay raises having been judged on 
an individual merit basis. 

The university's operating in¬ 
come is shown as $30,778,637 
from legislative appropriation 
and tuition charges; $4,900,400 
from operation of auxiliary en¬ 
terprises, such as residence hall; 
and $4,519,141 in restricted ac¬ 
counts, included $565,067 in stu¬ 
dent activity fees. Personal serv¬ 
ices account for 77.3% of the 
slate-appropriated funds.

nois towns in slow-pitch softball.” 

Brown points to the following advantages of slow- 
pitch softball: 1. It's good, clean, wholesome fun with the 
emphasis on recreation rather than skill. 2. It doesn’t re¬ 
quire the services of hard-to-find fireballing pitchers. And 
3. No bunting or base stealing is allowed, so the emphasis 
is on spectator-pleasing and player-appealing hitting. 

Pitchers are required by rule to throw with moderate 
speed, the ball arching at a height between three and JO 
feet. Although a pitcher who has good control and can 
throw to "spots" can occasionally baffle batters, it was 
not unusual in this summer's park play for a team to rack 
up 30 hits and 20 runs.
